2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a cleaning composition comprising: 
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an emulsion comprising a polar co-solvent and a non-polar co-solvent selected 
from the group consisting of decamethylcyclopentasiloxane, an aminosiloxane, or 
mixtures thereof; and 

at least one alkylamine dispersed throughout the emulsion in an amount effective to 
prevent inversion of the emulsion, the at least one alkylamine selected from the group 
consisting of hexylamine, octylamine, decylamine, dodecylamine, hexyldecylamine and 
(CH3)3CCH2C(CH3)2NH2. 

The closest prior art of Johnson et al, US 4,221 ,688 teaches silicone emulsions 
comprising polydimethylsiloxane, water, and hexylamine (col. 13, example 8). The prior 
art does not teach a composition comprising the specific siloxanes and alkyamines 
presently claimed. Accordingly, the present claims are allowable.
